TOTS FROM GEOGRAPHY 


r r PROBABLY WILL CX)ME AS A SUR- 

prire to many Canadians to learn that so roe 200,- 
000 square miles of unexplored territory has been 
mapped for the Topographical Surveys Branch of 
the Dominion Government by Canadian airmen in 
the last five years. This is equivalent to circling 
the globe eight times with a mile-wide strip photo¬ 
graphed. Mr. A. M. Narroway, assistant director 
of the department, told this story in an address to 
the members of the Ontario Legislature and depart¬ 
ment officials yesterday, and he considers it a world 
record of its kind. 

As Mr. Narroway pointed out, there is very 
little of the glamor of excitement about this remark¬ 
able achievement; but it means that no longer does 
the geologist have to waste about severity or eighty 
per cent, of hit time finding his way about un¬ 
promising areas. The surveyor from the air has 
saved him all the inconvenience and hardship asso¬ 
ciated with it. In this way thf Canadian airman is 
contributing in a valuable stray towards the more 
speedy development of our natural resources. 

Long distance aeroplane flights, record-breaking 
speeds, of course, always will capture popular imagina¬ 
tion. Nor should we underestimate the value of 
the sporting instinct of our race. The pages of Can¬ 
ada's history contain many brilliant chapters about 
the pioneer. Had be not been a sportsman, if his 
sense of humor had failed him, our country would 
not be dotted with to many thriving cities and smiling 
fields. He. like the C anad i an airman, was the work 
horse, not the race horse, as Mr. Narroway describes 
our new surveyor. His vi cto rie s were not spec¬ 
tacular ones.
